Deep snow 
and impassable roads in December 
followed by mild periods in January 
and February when the ice was unfit 
for play prevented a number of 
clubs from coming to Bassano to 
make a bid for the Macdonald cup 
The only cup match of the season 
was played when Medicine Hat 
curlers came up from the gas city 
and waited overnight for favorable
